1993 insurance rates

One student became a 
quadrapalegic and sued the 
town. e town was found 
negligent due to a improper 
building inspection in 1 
had to pay $5 million.

Madoc Village Council voted 
to set its lottery licence fees at 
three per cent of the prize 
value of lottery. nevada and 
bingo licences. 

The village was forced to 
change its fees due to new 
provincial legislation which 
required that a fee charged be 
based on a percentage of prize 
value, with the maximum to be 
three per cent. 

Before the new fee schedule 
was passed the village charged 
$15 for raffles and bazaars, $40 
for break open nevada tickets 
and $40 for bingos. 

Under the new fee schedule 
raffles/bazaars that have a 


~ prize value of $50 would now 


ay $1.50 rather than the $15 
ee before. 


As for break open nevada 
tickets one box with a prize 
value of $800 would be charged 
a licence fee of $24, while local 
groups that purchase 40 boxes 
at a time would be charged a 
licence fee of $960. Previously 
a $40 licence fee was charged

with no limit on the number of 


boxes purchased. : 
As for bingos, the new fee 
would be $64 per week per 


bingo with a prize value of 
2,100 


In a memo to Council, Clerk 
Treasurer Doug Parks said 
that it was important for Coun- 
cil to set a fee rate in line with 
other municipalities in an 
effort to avoid an excess of 
applications, but also set a 
strong enough rate so not to 
lose their share of revenue. 

He recommended Council 
institute an ‘‘across-the- 
board’ fee rather than sepa- 
rate rates’ for the separate 
types of lotteries. 

he village had previously 
handled lottery licence appli- 
cations for: Madoc Township. 
but with the new provincial 
legislation the township will 
now have to handle its own 
licensing.

‘White Cane Week’ focuses 


We must develop 
healthy attitude 
about blindness, ° 
visual impairment 


Peterborough - ‘‘In order for us 
as people with a disability to 
achieve full integration in the 
near future, society must 
recognize us as people first and 
not as disabled people,’’ says 
Geraldine Braak, president of 
the Canadian Council of the 
Blind (CCB). 

The message for Canadians 
during “White Cane Week”’ 
(Feb. 6-12), Ms Braak says, is 
to focus on the abilities of a 
blind or visually-impaired 
fone and consider the disa- 

ility as a characteristic of 
that person. 

‘People are our most natur- 
al resource,"’ she says. “It 
must be understood that all 
people have the ability and 
desire to contribute and be 
part of society. 

‘Their worthy attributes and 
capabilities must be recog- 
nized to ensure they have the 
opportunity to become full and 
equal partners in society,’’ Ms 
Braak added. 

“In this decade and into the 
next century - are going to 
have to develop a healthy 
attitude about blindness and 
visual impairment,”’ says Dr. 
Euclid Herie, president of The 
Canadian National Institue for 
the Blind (CNIB). z 

‘People like myself who are 
blind, or others who have poor 
or failing vision, have to be 
made comfortable in the 
recognition that there is 
nothing wrong with this human 
condition,’ Dr. Herie said. 

“It is respectable to be 
blind,”’ he said. ‘‘It’s okay to 
have poor or failing vision in 
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this society.” 

The CCB is Canada’s only 
national consumer organiza- 
tion representing the interest 
of people who are blind and 
visually impaired. 

Rehabilitation and integra- 
tion into the community 
through social, recreational 
and advocacy programs make 
up the mandate of this organi- 
zation run by people who are 
blind, for people who are blind. 

The CCB, established in 1944, 
has 95 affiliated member clubs 
throughout Canada. 

The CNIB is a non-profit 
voluntary agency established 
in 1918. It offers quality reha- 
bilitation services to blind and 
visually-impaired people 
through a network of over 60 
centres. 

The CNIB will be - holding 
several local events during 
White Cane Week including a 


Feb. 7 (2 pm) kick-off at 


Cobourg City Hall where 
Northumberland’s ‘‘Certifi- 
cate of Merit’’ recipient, Gena 
Mein, will be introduced.

Over the years, the program 
for White Cane Week has 
evolved to reflect the changing 
situation of blind and visually- 
impaired people. 

In its early years, the week 
was used to demonstrate the 
concern for rehabilitation, 
blindness prevention and advo- 
cacy. In more recent years, 
events have begun to emphas- 
ize the capabilities of blind and 
visually-impaired — people 
themselves. 

. The aim is to draw blind and 

sighted Canadians closer 
together in order that they 
may be able to support one 
another.

easily compensated. That’s 
what insurance is for, right? 

Wrong. I'm still in shock at 
my snowmobile rates this 
year. You probably had heart 
failure too. To paraphrase a 
song, ‘‘WE are the victims, my 
friend.”’ 

Soaring premiums “Tre the 
price you and I pay for the 
misfortune, pean and 
outright deceit, of fellow snow- 
mobilers, At least 20% of our 
cost is directly attributable to 
fraudulent, bogus. or unneces- 
Sary insurance claims. These 
claims represent inoidents, 
purported or otherwise, that 
should never have required an 
insurance ddjustor’s attention, 
much less received 
compensation. 

And 20% is the minimum! 
There is no cap except what 
people are willing to pay. This 
year’s third party liability 
insurance premnium for the 
Ontario Federation of Snow- 
mobile Clubs (OFSC) rose by 
over 100% - not because of 
settlements paid or new claims 
made, but mostly because of 
legal costs incurred and antici- 
pated to fight a handful of 
exisitng claims that the OFSC 
will likely win! 


But someone has to pay. If 
not, then thousands of private 
land owners who grant land 
use permission for our snow- 
mobile trails in return for 
liability protection could simp- 
ly start saying ‘‘NO”’. No insur- 
ance; no land; no trails; no 
snowmobiling. 

If paying too much for insur- 
ance isn’t bad enough, what 
about the danger of being 
priced off the snow yourself? 
Then who's the victim? 
Imagine sitting at home all 
winter because YOU can’t 
afford, or maybe even get, 
insurance coverage. It 
happened to motorcycling; it 
can to snowmobiling. 

Or how's this for being 
victimized? Your sled is stolen

Concerned about the attempt 
by the Six Nations’ bard to add 
a 70-acre Onondaga Township 
farm to the reserve, or be paid 
adequate compensation for 
lost taxes, taxpayers recently 
tore a verbal strip off Indian 
Atlairs: representatives at a 
public meeting

purchased a farm with the 
intention of having the land 
added to the reserve. This 
would mean a loss of $2,400 in 
property taxes to the township. 
county and school boards. 

Reeve Mabel Dougherty said 
that part of the frustration is 
that the township is still sting- 
ing from the‘last Six Nations’ 
expansion in 1985 when” band 
council bought a 280-acre farm 
in Onondaga. The reeve noted 
that the federal government 
promised, but failed, to 
compensate the township for 
lost property taxes 

Later the township passed a 
resolution, circulating it to 
other municipalities, that if the 
purchase of land by natives is 


expansion of an Indian reser- 
vation, the municipalitity 
should be compensated by the 
federal government for loss of 
taxation and the continued 
provision of services. 

It also asked the federal 
government to defer decisions 


. regarding native land claims 


and additiéns of non-native 
lands to reservationswntil such 
time as the policies of govern- 
ment policies are reviewed and 
the concerns of all Canadians 
are addressed. 
In his letter to the various 
municipalities, federal and 
provincial representatives and 


‘Indian Affairs’ officials, Chief 


Williams said ‘Six Nations has 
concluded that the process we 
are undertaking is best suited 


,having the least negative 


impact on the residents of 
concern. 


‘Furthermore, to encourage 
this method, pains the least 
confrontational to land claims 
settlements, Six Nations is— 
taking out loans for the purch- 
ase of these lands. I trust you 
are convinced of our sincerity 
toward peaceful and construc- 
tive land claims resolution in 
this country.” 


In reference to the issue of 
the loss of taxation dollars 
associated with the land purch- 
ase, Williams said the munici- 
ality must be aware of the 
igh percentage of those 
pe go towards education. 
“At present,’ noted Williams, 
“Six Nations runs its own 
education system and in doing 
so, seeks no dollars from 
surrounding municipalities. 
However, Six Nations does pay 
inflated dollars to surrounding 
Boards of Education to facili- 
tate on-goin education 
services beyond what can be 
provided at Six Nations.”’ 

Relative to the issue of tax 
dollars to cover the costs of 
services, Williams said Six 
Nations will not be expecting 
nor asking for services from 
Onondaga. ‘“‘However, should 


Six Nations is more than will- 
ing to pay on a fee for services. 
We have in the past with other 
municipalities.and we see*no 
reason why such an arrange- 
ment would not be feasible 
with Onondaga.” 


The Williams’ letter then 
requested the local municipali- 
ty ‘‘at least give consideration 
to our dilemma, which no 
doubt, other municipalities 


and other First Nations will . 


have to address.”’ 

He’ said Six Nations does not 
support the process of “‘restric- 
tive-Town Hall native-bashing 
meetings to the constructive 
medium to resolve such 
issues.”” 

The Chief then asked coun- 
cil, that when considering 
Reeve Dougherty’s resolution, 
“we truly hope your munidi- 
pality has a far healthier agen- 
da for these issues than what 
the people of the Six Nations 
have been challenged to 
tolerate.”’ 

Copies of the letter also went 
to Member of Parliament Bob 
Speller, MPP Ron Eddy, 
Grand Wedge of ONAS, Ken 
Brousseau of DIA, Andrea

Conventional RRSP wisdom 


has been turned upside down 


It's that time of vear again . 


when many Canadians must 
decide. on how much money 
they can add to their Regis 
tered Retirement Savings 
Pian. But with interest rates at 
their lowest level in nearly 30 
vears, a stock market regular 
ly bumping new highs and an 
uncertain economic outlook 
conventional RRSP wisdom of 
past years is being turned 
upside down 

Historically. RRSPs were an 
ideal vehicle for holding higher 
interest, fixed-income invest- 
ments, such as guaranteed 
investment certificates, to 
provide shelter from high rates 
of tax. At the same time, 
equity investments were often 
held outside of RRSPs, since 
capital gains and dividends 
were taxed at lower rates 

But current circumstances 
have created a_ complete 
turnabout, to the extent that 
the rates of return on guaran- 
teed investments have dropped 
to very low levels. So consum- 
ers must consider a fresh 
approach to their RRSP plan- 
ning and investment choices 

Glen Torgerson, Senior Vice 


President, Marketing, for 
Investors Group. Inc., Cana- 
da’s largest mutual fund and 
financial planning organiza- 
tion, suggests there are a 


number of remedies people 
should consider 

if. for example. individuals 
normally make their RRSP 
contribution just ahead of the 
Feb. 28 deadline, they will 
achieve relief on their 1993 
income tax but will miss out on 
a large measure of RRSP 
bch particularly over the 
ong term J 

He says that if a persofi were 
to make a $1,000 contribution 
at deadliné time for 40 years, 
the total accumulated at a 10 
per cent return would be just 
under $474,000. By comparison, 
had the $1,000 annual contribu- 
tion been made at the begin- 
ning of each tax year over the 
40 years, the accumulated total 
would be over $522,000. That's 
a difference of over $48,000

and, depending on an individu- 
al’s income situation at the 
time of withdrawal, this could 
be tax free 

But this is just one of the 
small advantages of making 
early contributions to an RRSP 
‘program. Torgerson says that 
since RRSPs were first intro- 
duced’ in 1957, the two most 
compelling arguments for 
having an RRSP have been to 
reduce tax, especially during 


peak earning years, and to. 


provide an independent source 
of retirement income. Accord- 
ing to Torgerson, the average 
Canadian’s RRSP contribution 
can be offset by up to 33 per 
cent of income tax savings. 

Put another way, this means 
that many individuals need 
only take less than $700 from 
their net disposable income to 
make a $1,000 RRSP 
contribution. 

The rules governing contri- 
butions for the 1993 tax year 
remain essentially unchanged 
from those of 1992. Canadians 
can contribute up to $12,500 or 
18 per cent of their prior year's 
earned income, whichever is 
less. If you are a member of a 
registered pension plan or 
deferred profit sharing plan 
sponsored by an employer, the 
$12,500 or 18 per cent of earned 
income is reduced by any 
pension adjustments. 

Recent suggestions from 
some sources about a need to 
reduce RRSP annual contribu- 
tion limits- for high income 
earners, possibly lowering the 
annual maximym to $8,500, 
may be a signal that changes 
can be expected. Consequent- 
ly, Torgerson advised that 
those individuals who are 
entitled and in a position to 
make the current maximum 
contributions might be wise to 
do so before the new federal 
budget is tabled in late- 
February.

There is no limit on the 
number of RRSP programs an 
individual can have and contri- 
butions can take the form of 
lump sum payments or regular 
deposits. Although current 
Statistics are not available, a 
Gallup survey commissioned 
in mid-1993 by Investors 
Group, revealed that nearly 50 
per cent of adult Canadians 
claim to be enrolled in an 
RRSP. 

Furthermore, fully 50 per 


cent of all RRSP contributions, 


are channelled into mutual 
fund investments. Investment 
in mutual funds managed by 
Investors Group was particu- 
larly strong during all of 1993 
with sales totalling more than 
$3 billion. 

There can be little doubt that 
the increased focus on mutual 
fund investment. was 
influenced by the continued 
decline in interest rates .being 
paid on guaranteed invest- 
ments such as government 
treasury bills,- investment 
certificates and Canada 
Savings Bonds. 

Torgerson acknowledges 
that while guarantee deposits 
provide peace of mind, their 
attractiveness is greatly 
diminished in times of low 
returns. This has meant that 
individuals, particularly those 
with substantial investment 
capital, have switched to alter- 
natives such as high quality 
mutual fund stocks paying 
dividends or highly rate 
funds. And this trend is likely 
to continue if’people remain 
committed to achieving,better 
returns. 

Although financial circum- 
stances Hoy prevent some 
Canadians from maximizing 
their RRSP contributions this 
year, there is evidence that 
many others will be starting an 
RRSP for the first time before 
the Feb. 28 deadline. The net 
effect, says Torgerson, will be 
that ‘‘new records for RRSP 
purchases will be established 
and Canadians will once again 
prove they are the world’s 
most committed savers.”’

The agreements were given 
approval at Thursday's 
weather-shortened PCBE 
board meeting. 

The two-year agreement 
reached with the Peterborough 
County Women Teachers’ 


‘ Association (PCWTA) and ‘fhe 


Ontario Public School Teach- 
ers’ Federation (OPSTF) will 
include no increase in sala- 
ries, allowances or benefits. 

The agreement, ratified by 
members of the two groups 
Jan. 27, is effective from Sept. 
1, 1993 to Aug. 31, 1995.
